obtained some of the virus from Switzerland

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ARBURY HALL, WARWICKSHIRE—III 


THE HOME OF MR. H. FITZROY NEWDEGATE

The Gothicisation of Arbury, begun by Sir Roger Newdigate, 5th Bt., in 1750, was carried on under the direction of Henry Couchman, of 
Warwick, from 1776 to about 1790, and was finished shortly before Sir Roger's death in 1806. The house is now threatened with coal-mining. 


N NOVE miber Soe A ISI19 Mi I: Vall thi wife of 
the agent at Arbury, vave birth to a daughter 
who was christened Mary Ann—and_ became 


famous as George Elhiot Ihe first twenty-one years 
of her life were spent on the Arbury estate, and 
her surroundings and acquaintances there later pro 
vided her with rural backgrounds and characters for 
her novel uch as Adam Bede. One of the books in 
which her childhood recollections appear prominently 
is Mr. Gilfl’s Love-Story, the second of the Scenes of 
Clerical Life (1858). It is not, perhaps, one of her best 
books, but it is of particular interest to us, for Cheverel 
Manor, where much of the story takes place, 1s based 
closely on Arbury, its owner, Sir Christopher Cheverel 
on Sir Roger Newdigate, and Lady Cheverel on Sir 
Kover’s second wife. It would be interesting to know 
whether the analogy was carried farther, and whether 
Sir Christopher's nephew and the villain of the piece, 
Captain Wybrow, was intended to portray Charles 
Parker, Sir Roger's cousin and intended heit 

George Eliot was not born until thirteen years 
after Sir Roger's death, but the octogenarian’ squire

Kliot, “Sir Christopher was occupied with 
the architectural metamorphosis of his old 
family mansion; thus anticipating, through 
the prompting of his individual taste, that 
general reaction from the insipid imitation of 
the Palladian style, towards a restoration of 
the Gothic, which marked the close of. the 
eighteenth century. This was the object. he 
had set his heart on, with a singleness of 
determination which was regarded with not 
a little contempt by his fox-hunting neigh 
bours but I, who have seen Cheverel 
Manor as he bequeathed it to his heirs 
rather attribute that unswerving archi 
tectural purpose of his to something of the 
fervour of genius, as well as inflexibility « 
will; and in walking through these rooms 
with their splendid ceilings and their meagre 
furniture, which tell how all the spare money 
had been absorbed before personal comfort 
was thought of, | have felt that there dwelt 
in this old English baronet some of. that 
sublime spirit which distinguishes art from 
luxury, and worships beauty apart from self 
indulgence.” 

George Eliot was admittedly responsible 
for one or two misconceptions about Arbury 
that have since been repeated as fact— first 
that thre Goth transformation — of thie 
Klizabethan quadrangular house began in 
1773, and second that Italian craftsmen were 
employed on the plasterwork— but, never 
theless, her descriptions of some of the rooms 


f 


are accurate and illuminating. She seems to 
have been particularly impressed by the 
saloon (Fig. 3): The bow-window was open 


and Sir Christopher, stepping in, found the 
group he sought, examining the progress of 
the unfinished ceiling. It was in the same 
stvle of florid pointed Gothic as the dining 
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room, but more elabora‘« in its 
tracery, which was like pctrified 
lacework, pi ked out wi deli 
cate and varied colouring. About 
a fourth of it still remained un 
coloured, and under this part 
were scaffolding, ladders and 
tools; otherwise the spacious 


saloon was empty of furniture 
and seemed to be a grand Goth 
canopy for the group of five 
human figures standing in the 
centre.” 

The saloon (Fig. 3) is the 
principal room in the east front 
(Fig. 1), which was cased with 
stone and its rooms redecorated 
in the Gothic taste under the 
direction of Henry Couchman, 
of Warwick, who became. Sir 
Roger's architect after the death 
of Henry Keene and carried on 
the work which had been begun 
on the south front in 1750, prob

Thereafter references 
to him are frequent until 1790 
including one in 1780 at Sir 
Roger's London house in Spring 
Garden, though there Keene's 
successor was Thomas Clarke. In 
1777, as we have seen, Couchman 
completed the battlements of 
the south front. In 1778 he was 
paid £105 15s. for building an 
“upright Stove except matl and 
Carve by Estimate,” £26 for an 
ice-house and £10 6s. for valuing 
work. Retween 1779 and 1790 he 
was paid over £350) for such 
items as “ Journg, Measurg and 
planning,” “Stone from his 
Quarry,” “Sundry Skitches from 
Westminster Abby by Sir R 
Newdigate’s ordet and ‘‘¢ op 
per Plates for Winds.”

Not only dogs, but every sort of 


bird, beast and fish comes under the 
author’s observation. IT wish IT could 
detect in him a fuller understanding 
of the superlative merits of cats, but 


no man can be perfect, and we make 
do gladly with what he has to say 
about lesser breeds without the law 
such as trout, salmon, chameleons 
subalterns and squirrels. Altogether 
this new volume is well up to the 
Jarvis standard. Through the writing
